New Orleans among 
coast communities 
warned to prepare

KEY WEST, Fla. Tropical Storm Isaac lashed 
south Florida with winds and heavy rain on 
Sunday after battering the Caribbean, dis- 
rupting plans for the Republican National 
Convention in Tampa and threatening to 
interrupt about half of U.S. offshore oil out- 
put. 

Isaac is expected to strengthen to a Cat- 
egory 2 hurricane and hit the Gulf Coast 
somewhere between Florida and Louisiana 
at midweek—on or near the seventh anni- 
versary of Hurricane Katrina—the U.S. Na- 
tional Hurricane Center said in an advisory. 

A hurricane watch was extended west- 
ward to include New Orleans, which was 
devastated when Katrina struck the city on 
Aug. 29, 2005, killing more than 1,800 peo- 
ple and causing billions of dollars of damage 
to the Gulf Coast. 


Forecasters said a hurricane warning may 
be issued for parts of the northern Gulf 
Coast by Sunday evening. 

“Today and tomorrow are the prepara- 
tion days for folks on the northern Gulf 
Coast. These folks need to pay attention to 
what their emergency managers are telling 
them,” said Richard Knabb, director of the 
Miami-based NHC. 

Isaac was due to be at or near hurricane 


strength soon after its center crosses the 
Florida Keys late on Sunday. A storm be- 
comes a hurricane when sustained winds 
reach a minimum of 74 mph. 

The NHC said Isaac was expected to 
intensify to a Category 2 hurricane, with 
“extremely dangerous” sustained winds of 
105 mph, as it swept up the warm waters of 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Tropical force winds from the massive 
storm stretched across 400 miles, with rain 
bands extending even farther, NHC meteo- 
rologist David Zelinsky said. 

“It certainly is a large storm,” he said, 
noting that wind gusts of 60 mph had been 
detected as far apart as Key West and Palm 
Beach. 

The winds forced cancellations of hun- 
dreds of flights in and out of Miami, Fort 
Lauderdale and other south Florida air- 
ports. 

In Haiti, authorities siad the storm had 
killed eight people, including three chil- 
dren. Three people were missing in the Do- 
minican Republic.

Romney waits 
for his moment 
in the spotlight 


TAMPA, Fla. Mitt and Ann Romney went to 
church Sunday, perhaps to pray that a likely 
hurricane threatening Florida’s west coast 
wont derail the certain Republican presiden- 
tial nominee’s best chance to define himself 
to the American public. 

GOP officials already canceled Monday’s 
planned first day of the Republican National 
Convention due to Tropical Storm Isaac, forc- 
ing them to condense a program intended to 
present Romney as the right leader for the 
challenges facing the country in the aftermath 
of what they call the failed Obama presidency. 

The now three-day convention starting 
Tuesday will still feature all or most of the ma- 
jor scheduled speeches, Republican National 
Committee Chairman Reince Priebus said 
Sunday. 

“We're going to tell the Mitt Romney sto- 
ry,” he said. “We're still going to prosecute the 
president on what he promised and what he 
delivered and why we think we need to save 
this country and ... put Mitt Romney in the 
White House.” 

A new national survey illustrates the chal- 
lenge Romney faces. 

While the CNN/ORC International poll 
indicates a dead heat between Romney and 
President Obama, new numbers released 
Sunday show that likely voters believe Obama 
is more in touch with their needs. 

“The public gives Obama a big advantage 
over Romney on questions on caring about 
people and understanding their concerns,” 
said CNN Polling Director Keating Holland, 
adding that Romney’s strong points—in the 
minds of poll respondents—were his manage- 
rial skills and having a clear plan to solve the 
country’s problems.

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City’s top 
cop touts 
targeted 
strategy

Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy 
acknowledged over the weekend that 
the city has an “unacceptable level of vio- 
lence,” but insisted that the department’s 
efforts to combat narcotics-related gang 
crime is showing positive results. 

In a crime-ridden week, Chicago police 
arrested more than a dozen people as part 
of two busts of gang-controlled drug mar- 
kets in the Wentworth and Englewood 
police districts, McCarthy said. 

Five people were arrested Thursday for 
their roles in drug sales taking place in the 
area of 39th Street between Calumet Ay- 
enue and Martin Luther King Drive, Mc- 
Carthy said. 

An additional 10 people were arrested 
Friday for their participation in an open- 
air drug market near 55th and 59th streets 
and Throop and May streets. 

Both markets were controlled by mem- 
bers of the Gangster Disciple street gang, 
McCarthy said. 

Various types of narcotics, firearms, 
a vehicle and an undisclosed amount of 
cash were seized as part of the investiga- 
tions. McCarthy said the drug busts are a 
critical piece in quelling violence that of- 
ten stems from narcotic activity. 

“They argue over turf, they get into 
these violent disputes with each another, 
and that’s how people get hurt,” McCar- 
thy said. “The strategy now is to partner 
with the community, to hold on to those 
spots, to not let them regress to the condi- 
tions that they were in previously.” 

McCarthy added that police have con- 
ducted more than 20 similar drug busts 
and each area has experienced less crime. 

He said that shootings have been down 
for four consecutive months and homi- 
cides in the troublesome Englewood dis- 
trict were down by 25 percent. 

Still, McCarthy said he knew that their 
progress is not enough. 

“This month, we’re having some trou- 
ble, because some of these retaliatory 
shootings are happening quicker than 
we've been able to get in front of them,” 
he said. “We’re not going to win every day, 
we're not going to win every week. Some- 
times, we’ve got to do better. We are mak- 
ing progress.”

SILENCE 


LACK OF COOPERATION BETWEEN SHOOTING VICTIMS 
AND POLICE COMPLICATES EFFORTS TO CONTROL VIOLENCE

Chicago police have suspended nearly 
80 percent of their investigations into non- 
fatal shootings on the grounds that victims 
wouldn't cooperate, according to a review of 
more than 1,100 cases through the first seven 
months of 2012. 

The statistics are a stark reminder of both 
the level of violence on Chicago’s gang-infest- 
ed streets, as well as the difficulties police face 
in trying to penetrate barriers of mistrust and 
silence that encompass the city’s most dan- 
gerous communities. 

Under fire for a homicide rate that is about 
31 percent greater than last year’s rate, Police 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy has main- 
tained that putting more officers on district 
beats will make neighborhoods safer as cops 
build trust among residents and knowledge of 
the streets they patrol. 

But for now, the inability to solve the vast 
majority of shootings only aggravates the ho- 
micide problem. 

“The bottom line is it’s frustrating. ... That 
no-snitch code that’s still out there,” Chief of 
Detectives Thomas Byrne said. “Shootings 
are a precursor to a homicide.” 

Through the first seven months of 2012, 
there were 1,165 nonfatal shooting cases in 
Chicago, according to police department 
records reviewed by the Tribune. Investiga- 
tions into 76 percent of those cases have been 
classified as “suspended” because the victims 
declined to cooperate with police, the statis- 
tics show. Another 4.4 percent of cases have 
been designated “exceptional cleared closed,” 
meaning police have identified a suspect but 
victims have declined to cooperate with a 
prosecution. 

Without the cooperation of a shooting 
victim, police detectives have little hope of 
making a case against a suspect stick, multiple 
investigators said. And with a case load that 
can exceed 100 shootings per year, detectives 
in the city’s high crime areas have little choice 
but to move on and try to make progress on 
murders and other cases, one veteran investi- 
gator said. 

Police said they often find themselves on 
the outside looking in at long-standing gang 
battles, where lack of cooperation may signal 
impending retaliation. 

“Often times, it’s just because they intend 
to handle it themselves,” said Deputy Chief 
John Escalante, who runs patrol operations 
on the North Side. 

To head off such cases, Escalante said po- 
lice try to identify associates of the victims 
with histories of guns or violence who may be 
tapped by the victim’s gang to carry out the 
retaliation. Police said they also are increas- 
ingly looking for other ways to get a suspected 
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a homicide.”

shooter off the street, whether it’s a drug 
charge, outstanding warrant or parole viola- 
tion. 

But the volume of violence in Chicago 
makes it difficult to keep up. As an example, 
Escalante described the mayhem surrounding 
a single Northwest Side gang member over 
the last several months. 

“One guy was implicated in two shootings 
in December. He was shot at in March, hit in 
April, and we believe he was the shooter in a 
case in June,” Escalante said. Because of a lack 
of cooperation in any of those incidents, po- 
lice still are unable to arrest the man. 

Police frustrated with the lack of coopera- 
tion also point to a more high-profile case, in 
which two of their own were victims. 

In June 2010, a South Side gang member 
named Timothy Herring was implicated in a 
shooting while on parole for another crime, 
but police were unable to get the victim’s 
cooperation. Months later, police said, Her- 
ring committed a garage burglary and then 
returned to the scene, where he killed a po- 
lice evidence technician and the homeowner, 
a retired Chicago Housing Authority police 
officer. 

Byrne said that when children or people 
not involved in gangs are the victims of shoot- 
ings and murders, witnesses are less reluctant 
to cooperate with police. 

“When innocent persons are shot we tend 
to get more tips and clues than when it’s gang- 
banger on gangbanger,” Byrne said. 

But some people in communities ravaged 
by violence bristle at the quickness of police 
and the media to label crimes “gang-related” 
before all of the details are known. 

Pamela Montgomery-Bosley’s 18-year-old 
son Terrell was murdered in the parking lot of 
his church in 2006 as he waited for choir prac- 
tice to start. Police first labeled the shooting 
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gang-related but then backed off after details 
emerged that Terrell, a college freshman, had 
no such involvements. She believes cases go 
unsolved in struggling neighborhoods be- 
cause police don’t make it a priority. 

“All of them are not gang-related when they 
go back and talk to the families. That’s just a 
way out so they won't have to investigate it. 
They need to put more detectives on cases,” 
Montgomery-Bosley said. “When [offenders] 
shoot, they shoot from a distance because 
they’re cowards, so they shoot innocent peo- 
ple.” 

After several years of decline, Chicago’s 
problem with gang-related violence moved 
front and center again this year as the num- 
ber of killings spiked. At times this spring the 
number of homicides was 60 percent greater 
than the same period last year. 

Although shooting investigations may be 
suspended, homicide cases have to stay open 
until they’re resolved, police said. But detec- 
tives working homicides face similar frustra- 
tions with cooperation. Of the more than 
300 homicides in the first seven months of 
the year, only 32 percent had been cleared, ac- 
cording to police statistics. 

From Friday night to Sunday afternoon, 
seven people were killed and at least 33 
wounded in shootings. 

McCarthy has had to face questions about 
the effectiveness of his strategies to dismantle 
large units long used to saturate neighbor 
hoods awash in gang conflicts and then rede- 
ploy officers to beats in districts. He has stood 
by his plan, arguing that over time, more offi- 
cers on the beat will be able to build relation- 
ships that lead to greater intelligence about 
who’s responsible for violent crime. 

“If we got more cooperation, more tips and 
clues, yeah, it’s going to make the neighbor- 
hood safer,” Byrne said.

Grizzly attack kills 


hiker in Alaska 


DENALI NATIONAL PARK, Alaska A hiker in Denali 

National Park has been killed by a grizzly bear, the 
first known fatal bear attack in the park’s history, officials 
said Saturday. 

The victim, whose identity was not released because his 
family has not been notified, was backpacking alone along 
the Toklat River when he spotted the bear, officials believe. 

Photos recovered from the victim’s camera show that he 
stopped to take pictures of the animal for at least eight min- 
utes before he was attacked, they said in a telephone confer- 
ence with reporters Saturday. 

Park Superintendent Paul Anderson said he believes the 
victim came within 50 yards of the grizzly before it went on 
the attack. He said the photos show the bear grazing in the 
willows and not acting aggressively. 

Backpackers are told to stay at least a quarter mile from 
bears when in the park, he said. There have been various 
bear attacks in Denali over the years, though none have 
been fatal, officials said. 

Park service workers were alerted to the attack Friday 
by three day hikers who saw an abandoned backpack, torn 
clothing and blood along the river, according to a park ser- 
vice statement. 

Rangers found the body late Friday but could not recover 
it because the sun was fading and they believed multiple 
bears were nearby. When they returned in a helicopter Sat- 
urday afternoon, a grizzly bear was near the body. It was

Saturday afforded us a rare oc- 
casion. 

For better or worse, baseball 
is inextricably woven into the 
city’s sociocultural fabric, team 
allegiances being one of the first 
questions you're asked upon 
meeting a stranger. Either you’re 
a Cubs fan or a White Sox fan, 
but if you pledge allegiance to 
both teams, you're a liar. 

ARed Line regular’s night- 
mare became a Chicago baseball 
fan’s wildest dream come true 
Saturday on the kind of cloud- 
less, go-degree-with-a-whisper-of-a-breeze day that 
makes Chicago the greatest summer city in the world. 
Cubs-Rockies at Wrigley just after noon, followed six 
hours later by White Sox-Mariners at the Cell. 

Allin all, I and a handful of others sat through 6 hours 
and 15 minutes of baseball with a 32-minute “I” ride from 
Addison to 35th. 

Over the course of that time, a few things became 
glaringly apparent. The first is that while the future is 
bright on the North Side, the future is happening right 
now on the South Side. Guys like Brett Jackson and 
Josh Vitters will see far better days than they enjoyed 
Saturday, with Jackson striking out to end a 4-3, come- 
from-ahead Cubs loss. 

The Sox, a team seemingly nobody is paying attention 
to, erased an early 3-1 deficit after Robin Ventura and A J. 
Pierzynski were ejected for arguing with the home-plate 
umpire to win 5-4. In doing so, they increased their lead 
in the AL Central Division to 24 games. 

Yet while the Cubs lost their game, they won the at- 
tendance battle by nearly 10,000 — 35,296 on the North 
side to 27,562 on the South Side—not because the prod- 
uct on the field is more entertaining, though. 

The Cubs need Wrigleyville as much as Wrigleyville 
needs the Cubs. 

“There are no bars around the Cell except for that 
Bacardi place,” a seemingly sober Cubs fan moaned as 
the Red Line approached the White Sox 35th Street 
stop, referring to Bacardi at the Park. He’s wrong, by the 
way— but his argument holds weight. 

The adult amusement park atmosphere of the sur- 
rounding neighborhood stands as a stark contrast to the 
commuter atmosphere of the Cell, where fans come for 
the game and get out as quickly as they can. 

But if Saturday is any indication, when the scheduling 
gods give us games on opposite sides of town with time 
to get to both, everyone in the city wins.

Andrew Zimmern 
hosts “Bizarre Foods.” 


You've said that Chicago is at the pinnacle 
of ingredient-driven food. Can you explain 
that a bit? 

Chicago is a Midwestern city. There is a 
camaraderie and an open-mindedness where 
chefs are creating and sharing ideas with 
fewer walls than exist in other major food cit- 
ies in America ... it’s a jewel here. Being in the 
Midwest means an intersection with dairy 
and hoofed animals. I mean, look at the his- 
tory of selling meat in this part of the world. 
Not everyone is buying a crapload of [bleep] 
off the mainline purveyor truck. 


People associate Chicago with meat and 
dairy, sure, but what about ethnic foods? 

To keep ethnic food vibrant and alive in a big 
city, you need subsequent waves of immi- 
grants who demand to be cooked for. They 
are demanding the quality because the Lu- 
theran grandmas ... aren’t going to say “Hey, 


this injera’s no good!” Whether it’s Filipino 
or Middle Eastern [people] coming to Chi- 
cago in larger numbers, they keep that food 


authentic. We were just at Joong Boo Market. 


They're doing massive business; they’re 
preparing their own foods in the back, doing 
fermented bean paste and kimchee in a way 
that does not sacrifice honesty and authen- 
ticity or quality. They were cooking for an 
80-90 percent Korean audience just a few 
years ago, now that’s dropped down to about 
65 percent of a Korean audience. 


Word on the street is that you were at Publi- 
can Quality Meats drinking whole glasses of 
blood. How was it? 

{Butchers} Erling [W/u-Bower] and Cosmo 
{Goss] are just fantastically talented young 
men with incredible passion and great natural 
ability. They've tasted pork blood and beef 
blood and worked with both, and I think I’ve

tasted blood from about 60 different animals 
in countries all over the world. So at one 
point, they dipped their fingers into the blood 
and tasted it before they were going to use it 
as an ingredient in something, and I needed to 
show them that they needed to put on their 
big-boy pants when they’re tasting food. 


Is it like wine to you now? Do you pick up 
different notes in it? 

Actually, yeah, you can. The problem with 

a lot of blood in this country is, for health 
reasons, it has to be a commercial cleaned 
product, so they salt it and they have to treat 
it certain ways. Obviously, ’m consuming it 
illegally in many places, and I’m not advocat- 
ing that. It’s dangerous; you have to know 


your supply.

How do you know when election season is 
truly under way?

‘The Apparition’ is 
hilariously non-scary

Pretty much every 
other scene—OK, 
that one too—reeks 
with the sort of 
nonsense that easily 
turns a horror movie 
into an accidental 
comedy. When a dog, staring into an empty 
corner of a ceiling, suddenly passes out, Kelly 
(Ashley Greene of the “Twilight” franchise) 
barely reacts at all, asking, “What could have 
happened to her? She’s barely breathing” as if 
she’s questioning, “Now, where did I put my 
keys?” The little girl with pigtails whose dog 
dies puts on a happy face when Kelly delivers 
anew dog for her, only to return and mutter

with intended menace, “Your house killed 
my dog.” 

When Kelly and her boyfriend, Ben 
(Sebastian Stan of “Captain America: The 
First Avenger”), suspect a supernatural force 
in their house, he grabs a baseball bat and she 
proceeds behind him, pantsless and defense- 
less, standing so close that Ben probably 
would hit Kelly with the bat ifhe had to use 
it. I don’t know how you defeat ghosts, but 
smacking them with a bat would not be my 
first guess. 

Based on the chemistry between Greene 
and Stan, they evidently met seconds before 
writer-director Todd Lincoln began filming 
his first and likely last feature film. Its slop- 
piness recalls “Jonah Hex,” and there haven't 
been so many unnecessary shots in a movie 
since “Birdemic.” 


“The Apparition” runs 74 minutes and 
takes its time getting there. That includes 
not one but two prologues— the latter with 
footage that’s used multiple times —and 
several shots in which Patrick (Iom “Draco 
Malfoy” Felton) either attempts to explain 
words like psychomantium and anomalytic 
psychology, or takes multiple sips of a beer— 
as if we need to see each pull so it matches up 
with how much beer remains in the bottle. 

Lincoln also includes a shot of a spirit 
crawling that’s straight out of “The Ring,” 
and he replicates the “The house isn’t haunt- 
ed; you are” concept from “Insidious.” He 
opens with so-called “real footage” of a 1973 
experiment— but forgets to include anything

happening in the footage. The physicists of 
“Red Lights” would have a field day question- 
ing this paranormal activity. 

“Twilight” fans won't be as thrilled to see 
Greene offering glassy-eyed delivery to virtu- 
ally every line, even if some appreciate the 
gratuitous shower scene (in which a need for 
the camera to remain above the chest area 
means Kelly’s shoulders get extra-clean) and 
the extended shots of her walking around in 
her underwear. 

No one will shriek, however, as she’s 
nearly smothered by a ghost-guided hotel 
sheet, save anyone whose preference not to 
be tucked in too tight generates nightmares 
about brief claustrophobia.
